possession of all coal, coal beds and 
coal mines in the TTnited States, and

A proposed extension of time limit 


in which the S. B. Fleming company 
is to complete its electric railroad 
between Fort Wayne and New Ha- 
ven, track elevation to abolish grade

Wayne, 
and 


methods of dealing with contagious 
disease were the principal topics be- 
fore the city council at its regular 
meeting last evening. 
The session 


was not a long one, and when Mayor 
Berghoff rapped for order there were 
four absentees — Councilmen 
Bauer, 


Ehrmann, Glenn and Miller. 


From the board of works came a 


favorable report upon the petition of 
the S. B. Fleming company asking 
for an extension of time in which to 
complete its interurban lino along 
East Berry and other streets, which 
under the terms of the franchise ex- 
pires May 1 next. Senator Fleming 
was present to urge the granting of 
the extension. 
The petition set forth 


that under the terms of the franchise 
it was provided that the board of 
works, upon approval by the city 
council, might grant an extension in 
case, delay had been due to litigation 
or other circumstances unavoidable 
upon the part of the company. 
It 


was represented that on August 4 
last residents of East Berry street 
began suit to restrain 
the use of 


pany, and that a period 
of 
four 


months and four days elapsed before 
Judge Smith, at Portland, rendered 
a decision in the case. The company 
did' not deem it wise to incur heavy 
indebtedness for material 
pending 


the decision of the case, and it was 
now impossible to complete the work 
within 
the prescribed 
time. 
It 


therefore asked for an extension of 
time equal to the delay occasioned 
by litigation, namely, four months 
ar.d four days, which would extend 
the time for completion of the line to 
September 5. 1903. 


Councilman 
Zurbuch 
introduced 


the ordinance providing for the ex- 
tension, and after first and second 
reading, moved a suspension of the 
rules in order 
that the 
measure 


might be passed at once. Council- 
man Hosey interposed an objection, 
asserting that there was no occasion 
for precipitate haste in the matter, 
and on vote Mr. Zurbuch's motion

TRACK ELBVATIOS. 


When Mr. Hosey 
asked for in- 


formation as to what had been done 
in the matter of tunnels beneath the 
railroads, Chairman Borkenstein re- 
ported that no quorum was present 
at the meeting 
of the 
committee 


called to consider it. 
Mayor Berg- 


hoff believed the only possible way 
in which to secure a conference with 
President Bamsey was to make the 
trip to St. 
Louis. 
City 
Attorney 


Shambaugh gave it as his opinion 
that the city charter confers power 
to enforce either the 
elevation of 


tracks or the construction of tunnels, 
but advised against 
hasty 
action 


which might result in endless litiga- 
tion and delay. In Chicago, he had 
learned, the matter had been ami- 
cably adjusted without resorting to 
the courts. 
Mr. MeKim had indi- 


cated that he had in preparation a 
plan for track elevation, which he 
desired to submit in connection with j 
the proposition 
for an 
industrial 


track on Toledo street, but that the 
matter had not yet reached the city 
authorities. 
Mayor Berghoff indi- 


cated that the construction of a tun- 
nel at Calhoun street might destroy 
the sewer there and was inclined to 
favor track elevation throughout the 
city. The board of works, he said, 
would be instructed to proceed in the 
matter with as little delay as pos- 
sible. 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Mayor Berghoff called the atten- 


tion of the committee on health to 
the fa:t that the cor.tagicus disuse 
hospital was now completed and that 
it afforded 
conveniences 
for the 


proper caring for persons suffering 
from smallpox or other 
infectious 


disease. 
He cited 
the fact 
that 


methods used in the past in dealing 
with smallpox had proved very ex- 
pensive to the city and made it pretty 
clear that in the future all patients 
who desire city aid must go to this 
hospital; that the city will not pay 
for nursing, physicians, etc., where 
the patient elects to remain in his 
home. The mayor believed it would 
be advisable to employ some com- 
petent man and his wife to move Into 
the hospital, live there and take care 
of the patients at a stipulated Bum 
per annum, and that n physician 
ought to be employed upon the same 
basis. 


Other matters touched upon were 


Mr. Lennon'a suggestion 
that the 


railroads be compelled to place 
a 


policeman at the 
Calhoun 
street 


crossing of the Wabash and Penn- 


sylvania railroads to assist in pre- 
venting 
accidents, and 
the same 


councilman's report of the holding 
of that crossing by trains lor an un- 
reasonable length of time. 


CAUSES OF TYPHOID FEVER. 


British and French scientists are 


just now discussing the oyster as a 
source of typhoid fever and New 
York and Philadelphia papers have 
found 
American 
authorities who 


have agreed with their European col- 
leagues. But, however interesting 
and instructive it may be to learn 
the relationship between the bivalve 
and the disease, the main fact should 
not be overlooked that the greatest 
nnd most dangerous cause of typhoid 
fever in epidemic form is impure 
water. 
Commenting upon this, the 


New York Sun recalls that in Vien- 
na, where the disease has been per- 
sistent for years, it almost entirely 
disappeared 
after 
the adoption of 


the precaution of supplying the city 
only with 
water 
from 
guarded 


springs, and that during the drier 
season, when water from the Danube 
had to be used to eke out the sup- 
ply, 
the scourge returned 
in epi- 


demic force. 


Paris had a similar 
experience. 


Chicago and Philadelphia today are, 
with Pittsburg, severely afflicted be- 
cause of the contamination of their 
water supply. In Chicago the deaths 
from typhoid fever number 9,000 a 
year and 
in Philadelphia 
6,000. 


With these facts facing us the rela- 
tively small danger from oysters is 
insignificant. 
What is required is 


to impress upon the public the alarm- 
ing danger of the chief factor in 
disease-breeding and the imperative 
Importance of securing rmrp. water. 
Pittsburg has already voted for that 
insurance 
against 
disease, but it 


seems that further popular 
action 


will be required before councils are 
compelled to obey the wishes of the 
people.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

Charles E. Barber, chief coiner at 


the Philadelphia mint, has been in 
Wnphingtnn in eotiRnltntimi with the 
director of the mint and the secre- 
tary of war in regard to designs for 
a new medal of honor and for the sil- 
ver coins which will be issued for 
the Philippine islands if the bill now 
pending in the senate relating to the 
currency of the archipelago becomes 
law. 
The present medal of honor, 


which is issued by authority of con- 
gress, to soldiers for distinguished 
service 
and 
personal bravery, was 


designed forty years ago, and is not 
considered, either in artistic merit or 
design, appropriate 
for the present 


day. 
In the case of the silver coins 


for the Philippines it is proposed to 
get up the designs and prepare the 
dies in ani.icipar.ion of the passage 
of the bill. 
This is a tedious work, 


requiring great caret and involving 
labor that will extend over several 
weeks. 


The prevailing 
distress 
in the 


Philippines growing 
out of the de- 


preciation of the silver currency 
in 


use there and the imperative urgency 
of remedial legislation encourage the 
secretary of war and other responsi- 
ble authorities to hope congress will 
take speedy action on the relief bill, 
and in anticipation of that it is pro- 
posed to have the mint begin work 
at once on the silver coins. The bill 
makes the United States gold dollar 
of 25.8 grains the standard unit of 
value, thus placing the islands on a 
gold basis. 
It also authorizes the 


coinage 
of 
a 
silver peso of 416 


grains, two of which are to have the 
value of one gold dollar. 


It is estimated at the war depart- 


ment that 
it will take about six 


months to get the dies prepared. 
At 


a conference held recently between 
the director of the mint and Colonel 
Edwards, chief of the insular bureau, 
the designs for the coins were passed 
upon, and Colonel Edwards -intends 
to have the work begun immediately. 
The design for the silver peso is to 
bear the words, "Un Peso—Filipi- 
nas," with a female figure striking 
a hammer on an anvil. 
In the dis- 


tance a smoking volcano is seen. 


The copper coins are to bear the 


same scene, with a male figure sit- 
ting by the anvil. On the reverse is 
the Amberican snield, surmounted by 
an eagle, and 
the words, "United 


States of America," with the date. 


Mr. Barber also saw Captain Shoe- 


maker, of the revenue cutter service, 
in regard to the design for a gold 
medal authorized by congress and to 
be presented to Lieutenants James 
and Barthol and Dr. Call, of that ser- 
vice, who in the winter of 1897-98 
composed the overland 
party that 


went from Point Barrow, to which 
point they were carried by the steam- 
er Bear, for the rescue of a number 
of whalers who had been lost in the 
ice of the Arctic ocean.—Washington

With Lines. 


ABOLISH OVERTIME RULE 


Day and Night Force at Wa- 


bash Shops Will Work Ten 


Hours Per Day. 


Trenton, N. J., Jan. 14.—In the 


United States circuit court, district 
of New Jersey, decision was filed to- 
day In favor of the Western Union 
Telegraph company restraining the 
Pennsylvania railroad 
from inter- 


fering with the 
company's 
lines 


along the road. 
The Injunction is 


made permanent. 


The decision as handed down re- 


cites the following 
United States 


•tatute, enacted July 24, 1866: "Any 
telegraph company now organized of 
which may hereafter be organized 
under the laws of any state shall 
have the right to construct, maintain 
and operate telegraph lines over and 
along any of the military 
or post 


roads of the United States 
which 


have been or may hereafter be de- 
clared such by law, but such lines 
of telegraph shall be so constructed 
and maintained as not to interfere 
with the ordinary 
travel on such 


military roads.v 
All railroads are 


declared by law to be post roads. 


The decision continues: 
"While 


the question here at issue has not 
had judicial interpretation by the 
court of last resort, the statute of 
July 24, 1866, as applicable to post 
roads, has several times been before 
the courts for their construction. 
It 


has been held that because of this 
law one company having exclusive 
privileges under the state law cannot 
prohibit the erection of the telegraph 
lines of another company on the post 
roads of the United States where 
such other companies have accepted 
the provisions of the act of July 24, 
1866, when those in control of such 
toads have given their assent. 


"It hae also been decided,' In the 


United States vs. the Union Pacific 
railroad company, 'That no railroad 
company owning a post road of the 
lUnited States over which inter-state 
commerce is carried on can, consist- 
ently with the act of July 24, 1866, 


-4jla4-Itself by agreement to -exclude 


from Its roadway any telegraph com- 
pany Incorporated under the laws of 
a state which accepts the provisions 
of the act and desires the use of that 
roadway for Its lines in such manner 
M will not interfere with the ordi- 
nary travel thereon.' " 


The deciding 
Judge, 
in closing, 


paid: "In view of the 
facts pre- 


sented and for the reason stated 
I 


have decided to make permanent this 
Injunction. In this way the defend- 
ants will have an opportunity 
to 


appeal to the next term of the circuit 
court of appeals, while should the 
rule be discharged the complainant 
would have no appeal and the injury 
to its property which is threatened 
would have been accomplished before 
the case had been 
properly 
con- 


sidered. " 


The contention of the 
defendant 


company that it has entered into a 
new contract with another telegraph 
company, and that there is not suffi- 
cient room on its right of way for 
the lines of more than one telegraph 
company, the decision says, ought to 
await the final determination of the 
cause. 


PENNSY FILES CROSS BILL. 
Fittsburg, Pa., 
Jan. 14.—A new 


phase of the legal battle between 
the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany and the Pennsylvania railroad 
company and the Pennsylvania com- 
pany developed when the Pennsyl- 
vania filed a cross bill in the United 
States circuit court against the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company,. The 
cross bill alleges that a partnership 
has existed between the Pennsylva- 
nia and defendant for years, and the 
court is asked to declare that all con- 
tracts tssid agreements between the 
defendant and .the plaintiff be ter- 
minated and ended 
June 2, 1903; 


that an action be had and a decree 
made fixing and determining 
the 


respective rights and standing of the 
plaintiff and defendant in and to the 
property constituting 
the lines of 


telegraph which are the subject mat- 
ter of this litigation. 


The court is further asked to de- 


clare that the Western Union Tele- 
graph company has no right or au- 
thority to occupy any portion of the 


property of the plaintiff under the 
acts of conyreti. The court 1* asked 
to grant a perpetual injunction re* 
straining the defendant 
company 


from in any manner using or occupy- 
ing the property or any 
portion 


thereof of th« plaintiff aftei.' the 2d 
day of June, 1903, and from inter- 
fering with the plaintiff in removing 
from its property all of the lines of 
the defendant company if deemed 
necessary. 


The Pennsylvania 
company also 


filed an answer and demurrer in the 
previous case, asking that the portion 
of the agreement that no other com- 
pany or individual be permitted to 
build or Operate a telegraph 
Hue 


along the right-of-way of the rail- 
road company be declared void and 
illegal, because it was intended to 
create a monopoly in the telegraph 
business.

The story of how Lord Tennyson 


came to write "Crossing the'Bar," as 
told by Canon Fleming, is interest- 
ing reading. When asked the ques- 
tion by Dr. Butler, of Cambridge, the 
poot, pointing to a nurse who had 
been with him some eighteen months 
and had great influence over him, 
replied. "That nurse was the cause 
of my writing 'Crossing the Bar.' 
She asked me to write a hymn, nnd 
I replied, 'Hymns are often such dull 
things.' " But at last he consented 
to write one. adding, "They say that 
I compose very slowly, but I knock- 
ed that off in ten minutes." 


For the following amusing example 


of the hurried methods of modern 
journalism a contemporary is 
re- 


sponsible: 
"On the death of Bret 


Harte a most capable journalist was 
suddenly called upon to write an ap- 
preciation of the great author. Full 
of other thoughts, he sat down, wrote 
his article, and sent it to the printer. 
When it came back in proof he was 
appalled to see thnt he had written 
a column and a half 
about—Mark 


Twain. Time pressed. iWhat was to 
bo doneP 
He altered all the book 


titles nnd the article went In."

ous novelist leaving his home 
in 


Chelsea one morning last summer for 
Kustoii station, en route t'or Scotland. 
Five minutes after he hal left his 
house n telegram .arrived for him 
from an editor, 
asking for 2,000

elist was specially qualified to write. 
The housekeeper vead the telegram 
nnd noticed with dismay thnt thn 
work was wanted that evening at the 
vjDi-y latest. 
Sho thought for a few 


seconds, then flew up to her room and 
(for a lady) hastily donned outdoor 
apparel. 
She then hurried out and 


hailed a cnb, instructing the driver 
lo go his fastest to Euston. 


So little time did she lose that she 


was at Euston before 
her master. 


HcTrcver, he ?oon tnmpfl up. n-nrl 
was not a little perturbed to learn 
what was required of him. 
Thank- 


ing his housekeeper, and adjourning 
to one of the waiting rooms, ho took 
from his bag the necessary 
clean 


paper and fountain pen. He then sat 
down nnd wrote solidly 
for 
two 


hours, just in time to catch the next 
express for the north. 


Putting the "copy" into an en- 


velope nnd addressing it carefully, 
he placed it in the charge of a cab- 
mnn, with instructions to drive for 
all he was worth to the office of the 
periodical. 
The novelist boasts to 


his friends of the performance to this 
day, 
and he usually winds up the 


story with: "The editor nearly had 
a fit when he saw what I had done; 
it was just what he wanted, 
and 


usually he had to wait for it when 
I nm the writer commissioned." 


BURNS' BIRTHPLACE. 


Robert Burns was born January 


25, 1759, in n cabin on the outskirts 
of the city of Ayr: and for this rea- 
son Ayr draws to itself every year 
hosts of 
visitors. 
These 
visitors 


number fully twice as many as go 
to Stratford, it is said, which seems 
to argue that Burns has won more 
hearts than 
Shakespeare has won 


intellects. 


You find yourself ill a Burns at- 


mosphere the moment you reach the 
town; for just outside the station 
stands an imposing monument to the 
poet, and the shops are full of Burns 
photographs 
and 
mementoes, and 


nearly all the Inns 
and drinking 


places if not actually named either 
after him or the most famous char- 
acter he created—Tarn 
O'Shanter— 


are in some other way reminiscent 
of him. 
One dingy little inn has a 


Tarn O'Shanter sign hung over its 
portals, and claims to be the veri- 
table place where Tarn, on that fate- 
ful winter night, 


was glorious
